Judge Anderson was born 
in 


Boone county, M o,, January loth, 


1829. 
He came to Pettis county 


with his parents when five years 
old and had lived in this county 
ever since, with the exception of 
two years (1S51 and 1852) spent 
in the state of California. 
He was married N ov. i6th,i854, 
to Sarah A nn Marshall, of Pettis 
county, who survives him. 
Judge Anderson’s family were 
early settlers of Pettis county, and 
he faithfully lived out his life here, 
in whatever capacity he was called 
upon to fill. 
He served his county well as one 
of its judges, and throughout his 
life was ever found “ with charity 
for all and malice toward none,” 
contending for what he believed to 
be right in all things. 
He was a member of the Pettis 
county court that gave to Sedalia 
the magnificent court house that 
graces the public square, and ever 
labored for the very best interests of 
his constituents in all things. 
Besides his widow, one brother, 
a sister, 
two 
sons, 
Robert and 
W illiam Anderson, and two daugh­ 
ters, Mrs. B. F. Elliott and Mrs. 
Hegeman Warren,are left to mourn 
the loss of a 
devoted husband, 
brother and father. 
Judge Anderson was an old and 
prominent member of N ew Bethel 
Methodist Episcopal church,South, 
and a legion of friends in Pettis 
county will

TALK AT THE CAPITAL 


Bills to Be Introlueed Kegalating 
Woodmen and Other Fra­ 
ternal Societies. 


There is talk of legislation regu­ 
lating fraternal 
societies at 
this 
session of the legislature. 
One or 
two bills of this subject have al­ 
ready been introduced, and more 
of them are likely to come. 
Under the present law fraternal 
societies which have a reserve fund 
clause can do business in this state 
only by making a deposit with the 
insurance department to cover this 
feature of their work, which makes 
them practically regular life insur­ 
ance companies. 
A n attempt may be made 
to 
amend the law and let such fra­ 
ternal societies into the state w ith­ 
out requiring them to make a de­ 
posit with the insurance depart­ 
ment. 
If the attempt is made it will be 
opposed by the regular companies, 
and there seems little chance for its 
passage. 
If successful 
it would 
help 
the 
Modern 
Woodmen 
of 
America society. 
This is the largest fraternal so­ 
ciety in America, having a mem­ 
bership of more than 750,000. 
Its 
officers are now trying to have a 
plan of readjustment adopted by 
the next camp, 
which 
meets 
in 
Indianapolis. 
This 
proposed 
re­ 
adjustment is for the creation of a 
reserve fund, and also to add other 
features of the regular life insur­ 
ance companies, such as cash sur­ 
render value. 
The head officers of the society 
are sending lecturers through the 
country, at the expense of the so­ 
ciety, to try to induce the different 
camps to support their plan. These 
lecturers allege that a big increase 
in rates is necessary in order to put 
the society’ s affairs beyond chance 
of failure and 
to avert double- 
header assessments. 
The matter is bitterly fought by 
the rank and file of the member­ 
ship, who charge that the head 
officers are not acting fairly. They 
point to the fact that during 1902 
but eleven 
assessments 
were re­ 
quired to pay expenses and meet 
death losses and that a double- 
header has never been levied by the 
society. 
They sa y the hea d o fficers do no t 
g iv e the fa cts to the members 
thro ug h these lectures, but ma ke

A prea cher detective who re­ 
cently did some work in Seda lia in 
beha lf of the Anti-3 a loou lea gue 
wa s written of a s follows in the 
Ka nsa s City Sta r of Sunda y : 
While visiting a number of ques­ 
tiona ble resorts in the West bot­ 
toms la te la st night the Rev. W. 
C. Hclt, a Presbyteria n clergyma n, 
superintendent of the Anti-Sa loon 
lea gue, a nd the Ka nsa s City pro­ 
ba tiona ry officer, W . C. J ohnson, 
were a rrested on cha rges of imper­ 
sona ting police officers. 
The a rrests took pla ce in a sa loon 
a t the corner of Ninth street a nd 
the Sta te line a nd were ma de by 
Pa trolmen Corriga n a nd Pa rks. 
After being ta ken into custody tke 
prisoners sa id they were a ssa ulted 
a nd bea ten by the officers who were 
in. citizens’ 
clothes, a nd whose 
identity they did not know. 
In giving a n a ccount of the a r­ 
rest the Rev. Mr. Helt told a re­ 
porter tha t he a nd the proba tion 
officer decided tha t there wa s a l­ 
together too much viola tion of the 
la ws in some of the more notorious 
pla ces a long the sta te line a nd a n 
expedition of investiga tion wa s de­ 
termined upon. 
“ W e visited a number of sa loons 
where liquor wa s being sold to 
children,’' sa id Mr. Helt, “ a nd a t 
la st decided to visit Ba buse’s pla ce 
a t 1716 West Ninth street. 
Here 
we found a dozen boys under a ge, 
the ma jority being under 15 yea rs. 
They were drinking a nd pla ying 
pool. 
Upsta irs there wa s a da nce 
a nd a s a number of women were 
conducting themselves in a ma nner 
to invite a ttention we decided to 
ma ke a ca reful investiga tion. 
The 
proprietor conducted us through 
the pla ce. 
Afterwa rds we went 
to J a mes P^la nna ga n’s sa loon a nd 
found the la w viola ted there. 
A 
so ca lled ‘a musement pa rlor’ next 
enga ged our a ttention a nd here we 
were shocked by the lewdness of 
the pictures displa yed. 
Children 
of tender yea rs were viewing some 
of these vile photogra phs a nd we 
ma de copious notes of our visit for 
future reference. 
“ As we ca me out of the pla ce 
a nd were sta nding in front of a 
sa loon, two roughly dressed men 
a ccosted us a nd dema nded to know 
our business in tha t loca lity. 
As 
both men were drunk a nd used pro­ 
fa ne la ngua ge, I did not a nswer 
him. 
A blow on the fa ce stunned 
me for a moment, but upon remon­ 
stra ting with the fellow I received 
severa l more a nd decided to sa y 
nothing more for fea r of being 
killed. 
They then told us they 
were officers, a nd one of them 
ca lled the pa trol wa gon a nd sent us 
to the sta tion. 
When questioned 
by Sergea nt Hey don, we of course 
ga ve our na mes a nd told our busi­ 
ness.” 
The stories told by the police 
differ from the version of the a ffa ir 
a s given by the clergyma n a nd the 
proba tion officer. It is to the effect 
tha t informa tion wa s received a t 
the sta tion tha t the two men were 
pa lming themselves off a s police­ 


men. 
As a number of stra ngers 
ha ve been robbed by bogus police­ 
men within the la st week or two, 
Sergea nt Hey don ordered Officers 
Corriga n i^nd F ^ k s to investiga te 
a nd ca pture the men, if they were 
rea lly imposing upon the sa loon 
keepers a long the sta te line. 
In­ 
stea d of giving sa tisfa ctory a c­ 
counts of themselves, bo*h Helt 
a nd J ohnson cha llenged the police­ 
men’s right to question them, the 
officers sa id, a nd the a rrest fol­ 
lowed. Both of the a ccused officers 
ha ve the confidence of their supe­ 
riors, a nd they deny ha ving a s­ 
sa ulted either of the prisoners. As 
soon a s the police found out who 
the men were they were promptly 
relea sed. 
At the home of the Rev. Helt a t 
801 Locust street, la st night a num­ 
ber of members of the Anti-Sa loon 
lea gue held a consulta tion a nd 
decided to press the cha rges a ga inst 
Policemen Pa rks 
a nd Corriga n. 
They sa id a compla int would be 
lodged with Chief Ha yes a t once.
